RAIN FLOODS PORTIONS OF ST, LOUIS. 


Cellars Are Filled and Many Streets Made 
Impascaabie. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., May 18.—[Special.]—A rain- 
storm broke over this city at 3:20 this after- 
noon, the rainfall for one hour being 2.28 
inches. The storm came from the west, 
changed to a heavy storm of hail, and then 
to a steady downpour, continuing without 
cessation till late at night. Considerable 
damage was done in low-lying sections 
of the citys cellars and dwellings being 
flooded by the torrent of water which 
tell. A saloon building on Seventh street 
was flooded, the cellar being filled to over- 
flowing and the saloon above inundated to 
the depth of fourteen inches. A haif dozen 
geese which had been keptin the cellar rode 
the waters till it rose so rapidly that they 
were driven against the flooring above and 
drowned. At this point the flood was at its 
worst, street-car passengers having to stand 
on the seats. Many sewers were choked and 
rendered useless, but no breaks have been 
reported. Not a drop of rain fell at Kirk- 
wood and points south, while the rain fell in 
torrents on all of that portion of the county 
north of tne Manchester road, the storm cen- 
ter seeming to follow the Missouri River

A DESPERADO’S BRUTAL REVENGE. 


After Torturing His Mistress Seven Days 
He Cute Off Her Nose. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., May 18.—[Special.]—The 
most brutal crime in the history of Wyoming 
was committed last week by Lee May, a 
Casper cowboy and desperado. May and 
Mrs. Lou Polk, a widow, have for several 
months been running a dance house at Casper. 
The pair quarreled, Mrs. Polk leaving and 
moving to Douelas. May induced her 
to return under pretense of buying 
out ber interest. The evening ot 
her return to Casper the couple went horse- 
back riding. When out of sight of town 
May drew his revolver and drove the woman 
before him into the mountains for seven 
days. She was lightly dressed and suffered 
intensely from cold, fatigue, and hunger. 
Twice May bound her to trees while he visit- 
ed ranches for food for himself. He finally 
took the woman to the vicinity of Osgood 
Johnson’s ranch, near the Platte River. Here 
he stole a fresh horse and turned loose those 
ridien by Mrs. Polk and himself. Before 
leaving the woman he told her he was going 
to put outone of her eyes and cut off her 
nose, 

“I’m going to make you so ugly that no 
other man will ever look at you,“ he said. 

A desperate struggie ensued, but the 
woman was soon overcome and May deliber- 
ately slashed her across the face with his 
knife and cutioff her nose. He then rode 
away. Mrs. Polk reached the Johnson ranch 
in an almost dying condition. A dozen cow- 
boys and Sheriff Jaycox are on May’s trail. 
If caught his lynching is a certainty.

When Dr. Johnson arrived twenty minutes 
later the young man was bathing Mr. Dex- 
ter’s chest with hot water. The lawyer said 
that the pain was paroxysmal, and at times 
he was quite free fromit. He had been 
as well as usual and could not account 
for the attack. He had experienced neither 
a chill nor a headache. Dr. Johnson found 
his skin cool and moist, the breathing nor- 
mal, pulse weak, and heart-feeble. The suf- 
ferer’s mental faculties Were perfect and 
there was no paralysis anywhere. The 
doctor administered a cordial and followed 
this with an application of a preparation of 
ammonia. Mr. Dexter feit strong enough to 
walk, and went steadily down the two flights 
of stairs to the carriage, Dr. Johnson accom- 
panying him home. He made no complaint 
of pain or weakness whatever. 

When the carriage stopped in front of the 
family residence, No. 1721 Prairie avenue, 
Mr. Dexter asked the doctor to settle with 
the hackman and went alone -up to the door, 
opened it with his latch-key, and walked up- 
stairs. Dr. Johnson found him a moment 
later lying on the bed. Hot applications of 
mustard and draughts of stimulants were 
resorted to. Butthe pain at the heart be- 
came more pronounced, and Mr. Dexter left 
the bed and sat down in an easy chair near 
tne fire. 

LAST MOMENTS. 

This was about 8:30 o’clock. Dr. Johnson 
hurried to his own home, only a block away, 
to obtain other remedies. When he returned, 
less than ten minutes later, Mr. Dexter was 
breathing his last, still seated in the chair by 
the fire, tne drooping form supported by the 
faithful wife and surrounded dy his daugh- 
ter, Miss Catherine Dexter, and the servants. 

His intelligence was preserved almost up 
to the moment of dissolution. He expressed 
no dread of death, but passed away calmly 
and with the fortitude of a God-fearing, hon- 
orable, and sincere character, strong in life 

d most lovable in death. 

No post-mortem will be made as it is clear 
to a professional eye that cause of death 
was simply angina pectoris, resulting from 
changes in the arteries of the heart. The 
malady appears to have been hereditary with 
Mr. Dexter, although he had never been 
troubled with any constitutional symptoms 
beyond alittle muscular rheumatism occa- 
sionally. A malarial attack succeeding a 
season of duck-shooting—he was a keen 
sportsman—was almost the only illness he 
had experienced for many years. 

He was a magnilicently developed man 
physically, and he owed this mostly to tem- 
perate habits and regular exercise. It was 
his custom to ride horseback from one to 
three hours each day, and he was one of the 
m@t familiar figures among the regular 
equestrians to be seen evenings on the boule- 
vards. He usually walked from his home to 
the office in the morning and back again in 
the evening. Although he maintained a 
choice wine cellar, and enjoyed an occasional 
glass on proper occasions, his friends declare 
that they never knew him to touch a drop of 
whisky or to take a drink over the bar of a 
saloon. He enjoyed his cigar, but smoked 
only one or two a day, and they were always 
small, miid, and of the best quality. 

MR. DEXTER'S LIFE. 

Wirt Dexter was porn in the little town of 
Dexter, Mich., in 1833. He came from a distin- 
guished family. His grandfather, Samuel Der- 
ter of Boston, Mass., was @ lawyer of renown 
and a statesman as well, serving as Secretary of 
the Treasury during the last year of President 
John Adams’ Administration. Samuel and 
Franklin Dexter, father and uncle, respectively, 
of Wirt, were also lawyers of prominence. At 
one time Samuel was Territorial Judge in Michi- 
gan and subsequently resumed the practice of 
law in Dexter, the town that he haa founded. 

Wirt Dexter attended the public schools in the 
vicinity of his birthplace and then began a 
course in the University of Michigan. Without 
waiting to graduate from that institution he 
went East to attend college. He was a close 
student and an apt scholar, and early gave prom- 
‘ise of the brilliant achievements that awaited 
him. After finishing his studiesin the East he 
returned to his native State and engaged in the 
lumber business. He had, however, devoted 
much of his time to studying law and finally re- 
solved to enter that profession. Soin 1865 he 
removed to Chicago and found a place in the of- 
fice of Sedgwick & Walker, attorneys. He was 
admitted to the bar the following year and sub- 
sequently became a member of the firm that 
first employed him. After the death of Mr. 
Walker Mr. Dexter formed a partner- 
ship with Herrick & Allen, the 
firm name being Dexter, Herrick & Alien. This 
copartnership lasted until the day of Mr. Dex- 
ter’s death. About the time Mr. Walker died 
Mr. Dexter, whose fame as a lawyer hadearly 
been acquired, became the general solicitor of 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad 
company, and his last work was done for that 
corporation. Coming into a large and lucrative 
practice early in his professional life, he was 
not called on to devote much time to a 
close study of ail branches and details of 
the law, but his natural legal mind and 
fine reasoning powers easily made him 
the master of all the learning necessary 
for any special case. It has been said that his 
mind belonged to the order of statesmen rather 
than of lawyers, and this, with his superior busi- 
ness qualifications, rendered his advice and as- 
sistance of especial value in the multiplex in- 
terests of great corporations. Among the cases 
which gave him prominence were those of 
Jumperts and of Hopps. His workin the Ward 
will case in Detroit and the Newberry will case 
in Chicago, both involving great principles and 
issues, are well remembered, 

Mr. Dexter was not & politician. He never 
held a political office. Of late he had been 
classed as an Independent, having voted and 
worked for Cleveland, thotgh previously he had 
been a member of tne Republican party. He 
was a successful speaker. His speeches were 
fall of meaning. clear, elevated, and comprehen- 
sive. He spoke with an earnestness that im- 
pressed his hearers with the idea that he was 
convinced himself of the truth of what he ut- 
tered. He never resorted to trickery, and 
would not advise a lawsuit unless he thought his 
client to be in the right; and he discouraged liti- 
gation except a: a last resort. Men knew this, 
and the utmost confidence was always placed in 
him. 


Mr. Dexter took on active interest in public 
affairs when he thought the occasion demanded 
it, although the claims made on bim by his pro- 
fessional duties were exacting. He was Chair- 


social position, as might have been expected 
from one so genial and affable. His habits were 
luxurious and his tastes artistic and refined. He 
was a member of the Chicago Club. and also of the 
University Club, but preferred entertaining at his 
own fireside or being entertained at the home of 
a friend; He was an admirer of Prof. Swing and 
a regular attendant at the latter's services in 
Central Music Hall. 

Mr. Dexter, although always more or less be- 
fore the public, had lately been paying unusually 
close attention to his professional duties in con- 
nection with the railroad business. He recently 
appeared for Leslie Carter when the, latyer’s 
good name was assailed in divorce proceedings, 
but that was because Mr. Carter's father had 
been a warm personal friend of Mr. Dexter. 

One of the now dead lawyer's famous speeches 
was made in Battery D several years ago in de- 
fense of struggling Ireland. He showed a won- 
derful knowledge of his subject, and his elo- 
quence and earnestness won for him a host of 
friends among the Irish all over the world. 

His public utterances on the labor question, 
which has assumed so much prominence of late 
years, have commanded general attention and 
respect from all parties to the controversy, not 
only on account of their eminent fairness and 
lack of prejudice, but from a philosophical 
knowledge of the subject which went beyond 
symptoms and struck at causes. 

A FRIEND OF HALF A CENTURY. 

“The death of Mr. Dexter is more of a per- 
sonal bereavement to me than a professional 
experienre,”’ said Dr. H. A. Johnson yester- 
day. I have known him forty or fifty years. 
When he was a boy of 15,as well as since 
then, he visited my house more than any- 
where else. I have always been his family 
physician and his intimate friend. One who 
Has known him ae 1 have can find no words 
in which to convey a just conception of Wirt 
Dexter to a stranger. 

He loved his home. He was eminently 
social and fond of his friends, but he did not 
enjoy large gatherings. He had no care to 
simply cultivate society, but confined him- 
self to those with whom he had something in 
common. About his board were often found 
a few choice friends. Asa conversationalist 
I have never kaown his equal. 

He was fearless in his opinions and too 
sincere to acknowledge allegiance to any 


party. I believe he eould not have been pro- 


vailed upon to accept any office, however 
high or honorable, unless it was in response 
to a strong appeal to his patriotism and sense 
of duty. He said ne could serve his country 
better as a private citizen. Yet be was not 
lacking in public spirit Chicagoans will 
remember his efforts in behalf of tne strick- 
en city just after the fire, when it was be 
more than any one else who shaped the work 
of the Relief and Aid Society.”’ 
FROM A BROTHER LAWYER. 

“The first time I ever saw Mr. Dexter,” 
said Mr. John J. Knickerbocker, was in 
May, 1866, while ho was engaged in the de- 
tense of William Hopps for the alleged mur- 
der of his wife in June, 1862. Hopps had 
been previously tried and convicted of mur- 
der in the first degree, but the Supreme 
Court reversed the finding, and in 1866 the 
man was put on trial again. Mr. Dexter and 
the late John Van Arman were associated 
together in the last defense of Hopps. 
Charles H. Keed, whois now in Baltimore, 
Md., was Prosecuting Attorney, and was 
assisted by Robert Hervey. The de- 
fense was insanity. Mr. Derter's 
argument before the jury was 
one of great power. Hopps was acquitted, 
Mr. Dexter successfully defended a poor 
woman for the alleged shooting of Constable 
McElligott. He was of counsel for Mrs, Wil- 
bur F. Storey in the litigation arising out of 
the Storey estate. In 1878 he was President 
of the Chicago Bar Association, and during 
his term the question came up of shelving an 
honest report of one of the standing com- 
mittees of the association because it reflected 
strongly upon an official connected with tne 
administration of the Bankrupt law. Mr. 
Dexter vacated the chair and in a brief but 
powerful speech denounced the proposed 
action as destructive of every atom of moral 
power which the association possessed. Mr. 
Dexter’s advice was not heeded, the proposed 
action was taken, and. the association has 
been practically aead ever since. 

The last time I listened to him in public 
was in December last, when he spoke in Far- 
well Hall in favor of the Citizens’ ticket for 
Drainage Trustees. He was always strong 
in the discussion of any question. He had 
many of the traits of an orator of the Wen- 
deli Phillipps type. He always had great 
power with a jury or an audience. He was 
highly conscientious. Some few weeks ago 
I consulted him respecting the power of a 
foreign corporation to do a certain thing. It 
was thought by the clients seeking our opin- 
ion that it could not be done. Mr. Dex- 
ter, however, had carefully examined 
the question and was in so much doubt that 
he declined to give an opinion where an 
opinion from him would have undoubtedly 
settled the question. 

His death is ali the greater surprise, be- 
cause he seemed to take such excellent care 
of his health, He was a good sportsman 
and frequently went to the nunting- grounds 
when-the wild game was abundant and 
seemed to enjoy the out-door life of the hun- 
ter. He unquestionably wielded as large an 
influence as any man at the bar. His place 
cannot be filled.“ 

THE FAMILY, 

The deceased left a valuable estate to his 
widow and two children, a son and a daugh- 
ter. The son, Samuel, who was named after 
his grandfawmer of Revoluuonary fame, is a 
member of this year’s Harvard graduating 
class. The daughter, Miss Catherine, is 14 
years old. Mrs. Dexter, to whom the lawyer 
was married twenty-two years ago when she 
was Miss Josephine Moore, is a near relative 
ot Mrs. E. W. Blatchford and Mrs. Henry

Bartender Forrest Sets Fire to a Sleeping

GLEANINGS IN LOCAL FIELDS. 


The Waverly Hall Socialists. 

The Waverly Hall Socialists were addressed 
yesterday by the Rev. Dr. E. P. Bliss of Boston, 
editor of the Dawn, who explained the principles 
of Christian Science.

paid. The market got out of the control of the 
professionals, who are usually able to man- 
ipulate fractional quotauons for scalping 
profits. The accepted time for reactions 
has come and past and the quotations still 
tend upward. By all former signs a reaction 
in the market is now overdue. Public enthu- 
siasm has kept it off for a time and may post- 
pone it still further, but it must come sooner 
or lester. Markets cannot be all one way. 
The desire to take advantage of the profits 
which are to be madein a transition from 
comparatively high-priced money and low- 
priced commodities to a depreciated cur- 
rency and inflated values is by no means 


| confined to the ordinary speculative mar- 


kets. The sentiment takes the direction that 
this must be a good time to borrow money to 
buy any property, because the money that 
will be current when the debt has to be 
paid will be worth less than it is now, and 
the value of the property purchased will for 
that very reason be enhanced. The most 
noticeable working out of those ideas is in 
the real-estate markets throughout the coun- 
try, but nowhere more than in Chicago. The 
extra stimulation which the World’s Fair 


nas given to the speculative spirit in Chicago 


has made the speculative activity at this 
point perhaps the most intense of anywhere 
in the country. The activity in the local 
real-estate market is largely speculative. 
But a small proportion of the sales 
are made to people who expect to 
make. use of the property bought 
or who purchase for an investment 
and have counted on the income they will re- 
ceive as a basis for prices. Property is being 
pougbt to be sold again, and so far as a good 
deal of it is concerned each man through 
whose hands it passes has a well-developed 
feeling of pity for the last man who may 
chance to buy it. 

Reports from business-men regarding the 
general trade situation show no new tenden- 
cies. Busimess is heavy in almost all lines. 
Purchasers are still unwilling to anticipate 
future demands. Though business may lack 
the longed-for vim which comes when deal- 
ers lay in supplies far in excess of immediate 
needs, the present condition is really prefera- 
ble. If we can havea notably active trade, 
even when buying is on a hand-to-mouth 
policy, the future is not being robbed, and 80 
long as the people have the ability to con- 
tinue the consumption of goods at the pres- 
ent rate there is no reason to fear a falling- 
off in trade. 

The activity in general business is reflected 
in the snugness of the money market. The 
needs of general trade, coupled with the de- 
mands of the speculators, has given employ- 


rency. The reserve of the New York banks 
is low and the active employment of funds 
in the interior is preventing the usual return 
flow to the money centers. Interest rates 
remain high and there 1s little prospect of 
any immediate softening in the situation. 
The continued hostilities of the Western 
railroads are another unsatisfactory feature 
of the situation, but the markets have cut 
loose from such sordid things as unfavorable 
facts, and littie attention is paid to the 
vagaries of the railroad rate-makers. 


DEATH OF WIRT DEXTER, 

Death is making sad inroads among the 
men of mark in Chicago. Closely foliowing 
Judge Drummond, one of the most promi- 
nent members of the bar, Wirt Dexter, has 


passed away after an illness of only a few 


hours’ duration. Death surprised him at 
work in his office, and he literally died in the 
harness. Of fine physical presence, strong 
end muscular in meld, and giving every indi- 
cation of robust health, it is difficult to con- 
ceive of his sudden death. 

Mr. Dexter had been a resident of Chicago 
for thirty years, and during all that period 
had been identified with the bar as an active, 
practicing lawyer, and was very successful 
in securing its rewards. He had never 
sought political advancement, though he was 
a man of strong partisan sentiments, and 
yet he was in every sense a public man and 
identified with all great public movements. 
During his long career he was nearly always 
in the public view as a counselor, an agi- 
tator, and a promoter of what he thought 
was for the public interests. Though a very 
positive man in jis ideas and sometimes 
brusque in their expression, owing to his 


prejudices, he was guided in his course by 
the most rigid personal honesty and a high 
degree of entightened public spirit. Jo ned 
to these qualities there was a remarkable 
attaiament of scholarly culture and a keen, 
esthetic appreciation and enjoyment of liter- 
ature, music, and the fine arts, which brought 
him into close personal contact with eminent 
persons outside of his profession and made 
him delightful as aconnoisseur. This side of 
his nature was specialiy manifested in his 
own hospitable home, for, though a promi- 
nent club man, his time outside of office 
duties was mainly spent there. It was at 
his own fireside that he was the best known 
to his friends, and itis in the large social 
circle of which he was so fond and in which 
he and his estimable wife were such prom- 
inent figures that he will be tne most keenly 
missed. The latter will receive the heartfelt 
sympathies of a host of friends in this her 
maurnful and sudden bereavement. 


THE LIBRARY ORDINANCE SHOULD PASS. 
This evening the ordinance for the erec- 
tion ofa Pubhec Library building on Dear- 
born Park will be taken up by the Council as 
a special order, and it ought to be passed. 
The special committee appointed by the 
Mayor has made a strong report in favor of 
its enactment. The reasons were so strong 
in favor of its passage that five of the seven 
members—Kent, McGuillen, Sexton, Cremer, 
and Bidwiil—three of them Democrats—have 
signed the report in favor of its passage. 
The two other membeis give no valid reason 
for opposing, while the argumentsof the 
majority are unanswerable. ' 

In reply to the ridiculous opinion of the 
Fourth Assistant Corporation Counsel that 
the erection of a library building on the site 
might work a forfeiture of the grant to the 
original donors—that is, to the United States 
Government—the committee say: | 


Property granted by the United States to 
cities for public purposes stands on a different 
footing from property granted by individuals. 
There is no instance where a violation of the 
technical terms of the grant worked a forfeiture 
and a reversion to the Government. . Even in the 
case ofthe railroad land grants, when the rail 
road companies failed to live up to the terms of 
the grant, special acts of Congress were neces- 
sary to restore the seme to the public domain.

JUDGE ALTGELD’S DEMAGOGY. 
There are several demagogues on the judi- 
cial bench of this county. Whenever an in- 
dustrial, an economic, or a political crisis oc- 
curs here they step down from the justice 
seats, bringing the scales with them to con- 
vert them into garbage scoops. The people 


have been so frequently scandalizea by those 


disgraceful exhibiuons of judicial intermed- 
dling, sometimes by members of the bench 
elected as non-partisans, that they have be- 
come calloused by the custom. But even 
though this be so, the most recent exhibi- 
tion of judicial intermeddling cannot fail to 
cause general public indignation. 

Last week there was some talk about Judge 
Altgeld of the Superior Court Bench as a 
possibie candidate tor United States Sena- 
tor. Only a few of his immediate coterie 
spoke seriously about the matter, but the 
mention of his name in the public press 
afforded him a pretext to rush into print and 
w display his partisan spleen and vindictive- 
ness, his ignorance of contemporary events, 
and his propensity to induige in malicious 
falsehoods. 

In an interview apparently prepared and 
sent around to the party organs this Judge, 
turned political scavenger for the Democratic 
party, says: 

The overshadowing issue in this [the coming I- 
linois State] campaign will be whether the Re- 
publicans shall be permitted so to redistrict this 
State that for the next ten years the great City 
of Chicago shall be ruled by a few Republican 
politicians at Springfield, and the Democracy of 
the State be bound hand and foot aud rendered 
as helpless as achiid for ali that time. 
If they carry the next House they will so redis- 
trict the State that even if Illinois were to go 
Democratic by 50,000 majority they will still have 


the Legislature; and inasmuch as Chicago is be- 
coming more una more Democratic the Repub- 


licans will carry out what they have already 


several times attempted— that is, they will take 
the controlof the police force away from the 
Mayor and away from the people of Chicago and 
vest it in a board appointed by the Legisiature; 
they will take the control of the Election Com- 
mission away from Cook County and vest it in a 
like board; they will do the same with our park 
system, with the drainage system—in short, they 
will make a great political machine out of ail 
these systems and transfer the control of it to 
Springfield. So that a few Republican poli- 
ticians will practically hold the great City of 
Chicago, as well as the Democratic party of this 
State, by the throat for ten years. 


What warrant has this political demagogue 
for king these sweeping assertions? 
Noth but his own dishonest imagination. 
He ascrives to the Republicans exactly what 
he would have his party do if under his in- 
fluence. 

Had not the Republicans control of both 
branches of the General Assembly at the 
time of redistricting the Stave in 1881? Did 
they use their power or their majority to 
prevent a fair representation of the Demo- 
crats at Washington or at Springfield? Is it 
not a fact that, tough the State has been car- 
ried by the Republicans for the head of their 
ticket by majorities ranging from 15,000 to 
40,000 in the meantime, the Democrats have 
on two occasions had a majority in one or the 
other branch of the Legisiature? When the 
Republicans were in a majority in both 
Houses was there any serious attempt made 
to take the control of police affairs out of the 
hands of the Democratic municipal authori- 
ties or the administration of tne election law 
out of the hands of the County Judge? 

When any wild-eyed Republican proposed 
such a course the Republican press protested 
on principle, though the scandalous manage- 
ment of police affairs sometimes suggested 
extraordinary if not desperate remedies. 
When overzealous Republicans wanted to 
take the appointment of the Election Com- 
missioners out of the hands of the County 
Judge, have they not been sat down on in the 
same way! It is true that once an attempt 
was madg to vest the appointment of South 
Park Commissioners.in the Governor, but 
that was after the management of South 
Park affairs by persons appointed by judicial 
demagogues, like Altgeid, became so bad that 
there was a general demand for a change, 
which, however, was prevented by a Su- 
preme Court decision, which precludes the 
possibility of any change of the sort in the 
future. 

Altgeld knows all these things, of course. 
But his purpose is to arouse prejudice and 
passion; to excite the cupidity and the fears 
of the mob of officeholders and rounders to 


whom he owes the nomination which unfort- 


unately made him a Judge. 

His intemperate, impudent, and scandalous 
assertions will only serve to indicate to de- 
cent citizens of all parties what would be 
likely to happen should Democrats of the 
Altgeld kidney get a majority of both 
branches of the Illinois General Assembly. 
They would gerrymander the State after the 
infamous plan recentiy approved in Ohio. 
They would extend the powers of taxation 
of the Chicago Aidermen. They would legis- 
late not for the interests of the people but for 
the enrichment of tax-eating cliques and par- 
tisan demagogues on and off we bench and 
to protect “fine-workers” in their Twenty- 
fourth Ward methods of fraud at the ballot- 
box. Thisis the same Altgeld, if we mis- 
take not, who got out the fraudulent anti- 
machine Republican ticket“ a year ago, on 
which he printed the names of three Demo- 
crats running for leading offices, and passed 
off this spurious ticket on simple-minded 
voters as “an anti-machine Kepublican 
ticket.”

And he was a Judge 
on the bench at the time. His name should 
be spelled Altbrass instead of Altgeld.

In the matter of the triangular squabble 
between the New York Sun, the World, ana 
Grover Cleveland, the former may claim the 
distinction of having driven the latter to the 
wail and clinched its charges. After wait- 
ing a month for Mr. Cleveland and his 
friends to cite anything from its columns 
which would warrant Mr. Cieveland's charge 
that it had attacked Mrs, Cleveland, it now 
returns to the question again and sets forth 
that Mr. Cieveland employed a professional 
news-clipper to go through the files of the 
Sun from the date when Mrs. Cleveland’s 
name was first mentioned in its columns to 
the present time, and to cut out anything 
that was not compliméntary to her. He was 
to receive $150 for his work and $500 if he 
found anything that was im any way disre- 
spectful. The clipper found no less than 562 
references to Mrs. Cieveland in the files of a 
single year, but failed to earn his $500. There- 
upon the Sun strikes out from the shoulder 
in the following fashion:

THE NEW DRAWBACK SECTION. 
The McKinley bill, as Originally intro- 


duced, had a section on the subject of draw - 
backs which was a modei specimen of biind . 


legislation. It was impossible for an outsider 
to tell what it meant—whetber it limited 
drawbacks to articles mude wholly of mate- 
rials which nad paid duties, or allowed them 
to be paid on articles partly made of im- 
ported dutiable materials. The members of 
the Committee on Ways and Means naively 
admitted that they did not know what they 
meant it to mean. No two of them construed 
it the same way. It was apparently drafted 
to furnish work to the lawyers in the courts 
and to necessitate an appeal to the Supreme 
Court to guess out the riddle. 

Saturday, on the recommendation of the 
committee, which was ashamed of its own 
offspring, this puzzling section was knocked 
out and the following substituted for it: 


Sec. 24. That where imported materials on 
which duties have been paid are used in the man- 
ufacture of artis manufactured in the United 
States there shall be allowed on the exportation 
of such articles a drawback equalin amount to 
the duties paid on the materials used, less 1 per 
cent of such duties, provided that when the ar- 
ticles exported are made in part from domestic 
materials the imported materials or the 


| parts of the articles made from such mate- 


mais shall so appear in the completed articles 
that the quantity or measure thereof may be as- 
certained; and provided further, thatthe draw- 
back on any article allowed under existing law 
shall be continued at the rate herein provided; that 
the imported materials used in the manufacture 
of articles entitled to drawback of custom duties 
when exported shall in all cases where drawback 
of duties paid on such materials is claimed be 
identified and the quantity of such materials used 
and the amount of duties paid thereon shall be as- 
certained. The fact of the manufacture of such ar- 
ticles in the United States and their exportation 
therefrom shall be determined and the drawback 
given thereon shall be made to the manufacturer 
or exporter, to the agent of either, or to the per- 
sons to Whom such manufacturer, exporter, or 
agent shall in writing order such drawback paid 
under such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall prescribe. 


This is comprehensible. It allows of draw- 
backs only where the dutiable material can 
be clearly identified. Thus there can be no 
drawbacks on goods made partiy of foreign 
and partly of domestic wools, or on iron 
made partiy of domestic and partly of im- 
ported iron ores. But where, as in the case 
of an ax, a head of English iron is set in- a 
handle of American wood there can be a 
drawback. By the new provision the Gov- 
ernment retains but one-tenth of the duties 
paid, while at present it retains 10 per cent. 
This concession to the manufacturer will 
stimulate more exports of certain. articles, 
such as agricultural implements, which have 
long had the benefit of a drawback. 

It is to be regretted that the committee did 
not go further and allow of drawbacks in all 
cases. It doubtless savored too much of lib- 
eral commerce, and while the tari® prohioi- 
tionists of the Ways and Means Committee 
are individually willing to admit that it is a 
good thing to encourage the exportation of 
American manufactures, they do not lke to 
be confronted with the spectacle of American 
manufacturers selling their wares abroad far 
more cheaply than they do at home. But 
they feared it might set the American con- 
sumers to asking why a little of the same 
cheapness would not be good for them. 


FAXM IMPLEMENTS, 

What Dr. Dana calls a hebetudinous tariff 
prohibition crank makes this assertion in 
justificatuon of “support” of the McKinley 
bill putting up the necessaries of life on the 
farmers from 15 to 30 per cent and telling 
them it 1s done for their good:

It doesn’t seem to have been known to this 
hepetudinous crank that the farm imple- 
ments it mentions cannot be said to be pro- 
tected. They certainly need no protection. 
They were the products of American ingenu- 
ity, and America bas constantly kept the 
lead and has even invaded foreign markets 
for the sale of such articles. Nearly tnree 
million dollars’ worth was exported last 
year. The foreign price of the American 
articles—of spades, shovels, axes, etc.—is 
lower than the domestic price. American 
axes are soid a dollar a dozen cheaper abroad 
than at home and American shovels $1.40 
cheaper per dozen. 

There has been a decline in the cost of 
farm implements during the last ten years, 
but it has not been due to any protection of 
the tariff, but to other coOperating causes. 
Most of the patents have rua out. Great im- 
provements have been made in the labor. 
saving machinery used in the construction of 
these implements, so that hand labor is far 
less used. Larger factories doing larger 
business have been able to get along with 
smaller profits. Keen competition between 
manufacturers, with which the foreign worid 
has had nothing to do, has forced down home 
prices. Of agricultural implements it has 
been founa impossible to form trusts to run 
up prices, and the increasing poverty of the 
farmers has forced the manufacturers to cut 
down prices to the lowest notch if they 
wanted to make gales. The rapidly growing 
prosperity of the cities has not helped the 
men who make farm implements. They are 
in the same kettle of fish with the farmers, 
and what hurts the latter hurts them. 

This hebetudinous crank must try again. 


It will never pacify the farmers by telling 


them about cheaper agricultural implements. 
It can make an impression on them only by 
showing them—if it can—that the fall of 40 to 
50 per cent ia beef, pork, corn, oats, wheat, and 
butter since 1882 has been accompanied by 
an equal drop in boots and shoes, woolen, 
cotton, and linen goods, blankets, glassware,

WHAT THE M’KINLSY BILL WILL COST 
THE COUNTRY. 


The estimate of a careful investigator has 


given the average cost per day per head of 
the necessaries of life, such as clothing, 
leather, tinware, carpets, iron in its various 
forms of cutlery, hardware, and tools—of all 
articles outside of food, rent, and fuel which 
are affected by the tariff—at 10 cents, or 
$36.50 per year per inhabitant. That esti- 
mate, made for 1886, is a low one for today. 
With an estimated population of 65,000,000 
the total yearly expenditure of the country 
for articles exclusive of food products, the 
price of which is influenced by the tariff, is 
$2, 372,500,000. | 

If what the tariff prohibitionists of the 
Ways end Means Committee say of the ina- 
bility of the American manufacturers to 
compete with foreigners under the existing 
47 per cent duties 1s correct, they will raise 
their prices on the average at ieast 10 per 
cent. In some cases the increased duty on 
raw materials like wool will force them to 
do it; on many articles of necessity the rise 
will be more than 20 per cent, but, taking the 
low figure of 10 per cent as thé average, the 
total extra cost to the consumer will be 
$237,250,000 annually. So the account stanas

For the purpose of avoiding the quibbling 
and caviling of booby Western papers who 
blindly “support” the McKiniey robber bill 
we have underestimated the extra cost of 
goods, foreign and domestic, under the bill.

. HOW IT WORKS, 

The only escape from constant contention 
over the tariff in Congress and wrangling 
between employers and workmen in the pro- 
tected industries isin fixing a rule that duties 
shall be high enough to compei foreigners to 
come into this market on equal terms with 
home producers, but not that tne latter shall 
have an artificial monopoly with exception- 
ally high prices and exemption from compe- 
tiuon. McKinley and his associates, who 
have committed themselves to the doctrine 
of advancing rates far above the protective 
point, ought to be able to appreciate the dif- 
ficulty of the job undertaken by the man 
who attempted to divide a beefsteak between 
two or more bloodbounds. They have been 
hounded and tormented ail winter by the 
tariff gluttons, whose hunger can be excited 
but never appeased by high rates. Advance 
duties as they may the committeemen cannot 
command the gratitude of the bounty-fed 
monopolists who complain unceasingly that 


they did not get more, and show no disposi- | 


tion to have any fat“ fried out of them fo 
campaign or other purposes. : 

While the favored class of Eastern manu- 
facturers complain steadily and call for more 
bounty instead of showing a decent sense of 
gratitude for what they have received the 
workmen in those specially protected mdus- 
tries give no evidence that they are any bet- 
ter satisfied with their share of the beef- 
steak. Taught that the tariff can be used to 
force up wages they blame the Republican 
party for not getting them more pay and are 
quick to believe that tne bosses are pocket- 
ing all the bonus and to conclude that pro- 
tection 18 a fraud as far as they are con- 
cerned, and hence to vote the Democratic 
free-trade ticket out of spite. Assured that 
the high tariff is necessary to maintain high 
wages, but receiving no better pay and see- 
ing his employer growing rich, the workman 
concludes that he is the injured and defraud- 
ed victim of the protective system.

What sense is there in burdening consumers 
with excessive duties when even the bene- 
ficiaries of the system either oppose the 
party outright, as do nine-tenths of the work- 
men, or grumble at it ungratefully and de- 
mand more bounty while providing scant 
campaign contributions according to the 
fashion of the bosses? The practical opera- 
tion of the McKinley bili will be to cause 
still more dissatisfacuon among the work 
men—causing them to strike and quarrel 
with their bosses over the new plunder, and, 
failing to get it, all the remaining Republic- 
ans among them will go over to the Demo- 
cratic party in a fit of anger.

Weather 
very unfavorable for crops of all kinds. Ram- 
fall, 50 of an inch. 

Lake County—The much needed rain fell this 
week and started grass to growing vigorously. 
Corn, potatoes, and beets being pianted. Rain- 
fail 3.30 inches, 

La Salle County—Frosts materially injured 
corn that was up, wheat, oats, and grass look 


well. Rainfall 1 inch. 
Marshall County—Frosts llth and 16th, slight- 
ly damaging. Weather too cold for corn and it

The week ending May 17 has been warmer than 
usual along the Atlantic and Pacific coasts and 
cooler in the central valleys, the lake region, 
and the Northwest. The deficiency m tempera- 
ture has been most marked in the States of the 
Upper Mississippi Valley and the Dakotas, 
where the daily temperature has ranged from 6 
to 10° lower than usual and where the cool 
weather continues with local snows. 

The region of excessive rainfall during the 
present week is substantially the same as that 
of the previous week and includes almost the en- 
ure country east of the Mississippi, except along 
the immediate gulf coast.

Frost and Wind Damage Crops.

The Capsized Schooner Found, but No 
Trace of the Missing Men to Be Seen—

KINGSTON, Ont., May 18.—[Special.]—It is now 
certain that the eight persons composing the 
crew of the Jessie H. Breck were drowned, al- 
though none of the bodies have been found. The 
Parents of the four Mackies are broken-hearted 
with grief.

Eye-witnesses of the capsize thought the 
Breck would right again, as she had several 
times before in squalls: but when the mist from 
the waves had cleared away the boat was seen 
lying on her broadside, and in a few moments 
she sank from view. 

Capt. Booth, one of the own secured the 
steamer Calvin and made . the vessel, 
which was found to be lying on her starboard 
side with her foremast gone but her other masts 
still holding the great spread of canvas, wbich 
had been torn into ribbons. Her bulwarks were

Heavy Loss on the Roanoke. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., May 18.—The fire on the 
Roanoke caught in the hold.

The fire caught in the jute. Shooting up the mid- 
ship hatch the flames caught the painted wooa- 
work between decks. All the gangways 
were open. A brisk wind soon carried the 
flames fore and aft, and when the fire 
tug got on her streams the entire 
between decks was amass of flame. The Roan- 
oke was lying alongside the Northern Steamship 
company’s dock, and was towed away in short 
order into shallow water near the life station.

The boiler was much damaged, all the valves, 
connections, etc., being burned. The engine was 
thought to be little injured. Capt. Martin esti- 
mates the total damage at $15,000 She is insured 
on a straight fire risk for $40,000. E. Bottsford, 
Manager of the Clover Leaf line, arrived today. 
The Osceola or Colorado will be putin place of 
the Roanoke while the latter is being repaired 
here, which will take about six weeks.

CHICAGO, May 15.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
We have taken great interest in the views pre- 
sented in your vaiuable paper as to the choice of 
asite for the Columbian Exposition, and we re- 
rd it as the duty of all good citizens who have 
ntelligent ideas on this subject to give expres- 
sion to them through the public press. We are 
told that a majority of the directors are in favor 
of the Lake-Front, provided the legal and other 
obstacles to be encountered can be overcome, 
We do not know whether this is true or not, nor 
do we care.

Fi- 
nancial success will follow as a  mat- 
ter of course. The Lake-Front idea 
subordinates everything to the question of 
quick financial returns. Boofy must come be- 
fore beauty. Chicago cannot afford to commit 
this grave mistake. By her heroic struggle in 
securing the Exposition she has pledged herself 
that it shall first and foremost be an artistic suc- 
cess. The whole world will sit in judgment, and 
we must so act that the verdict will be, Well 
and nobly done.“ There are other serious ob- 


jections to the Lake-Front, which have been 


clearly presented—namely: the lack of room for 
all the exhibits and the consequent necessity of 
dividing the Exposition, the want of easy access 
and exits toand from the grounds for such vast 
crowds, and their closeness to the heart of a 
great city, which in three years from this time 
will be more crowded thanever. Our city was 
planred on a liberal scale, with wide streets and 
alieys, and it would in our opinion be a fatal 
blunder to plant near the heart of it an 
Exposition that will attract in a sin- 
gle day several hundred thousand persons, 
to the very serious inconyenience and 
danger of allconcerned. A prominent merchant 
of this city said to the writer a few days ago: I 
have been in the show business myself, and 
know bow torun itand make money out of it, 
and I would have one part of the Exposition on 
the Lake-Front where a good attendance can be 
secured in the evening. I would have another 
section of it at Jackson Park, another in the 
West Side, and still another on the North Side, 
and in that way we would get out uf Visitors the 
last red cent.” If that is the spirit that is to 
dominate the Exposition aa this the feast to 
which the world is to be invited, the sooner the 
Worid's Fair corporation is dissolved and the 
gigantic farce is brought to a close the better it 
will be for all concerned. But we do not believe 
such narrow and selfish counsels will prevail in 
the conduct of this beneficent enterprise. 


World's Fair Towers on Wheels. 
ROCKFORD, III., May 13.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.|—For some time I have been occupied in 
developing a plan of entertainment and instruc- 
tion in connection with the great Columbian Ex- 
position, which, in the opinion of some good, 
careful men, will be well worthy of the consider- 


ation of the authorities before whom it should 


properly come. 

My proposition is as follows: Around the 
margin of the Exposition grounds or in any di- 
rection desired lay down two extremely solid and 
strong railway tracks at a proper distance apart 
and perfectly parallel with each other. On these 
tracks place self-propelling towers with skele- 
ton steel frames mounted on suitable, strong, and 
durable wheel-trucks in line beneath on each 

track. Make them light and graceful! in form and 
not less than 100 feet nor more than 150 feet in 
height. Make them capable of carrying 200 or 
300 persons, with plenty of space for promenad- 
ing, sitting in groups, etc. In fact, have 
them fitted at their tops with handsome 
pavilions, refreshment rooms, etc. They 
would be. furnished with steam engines 
to ake them self-propelling; the 
engines fitted to burn hard coal and condense 
their exbauststeam. Each tower would have a 
stairway end an ampie elevator. The rate of 
speed would be moderate, as they would not be 


tor transportation, but rather for sight-seeing. 


As they moved slowly and majestically around 
and through the grounds thousands of different 
‘views of the grand exhibition would be pre- 
sented to the spectators in the balconies at the 
tops, while they were leisurely partaking of re- 
freshments or conversing. 

More or less towers in number could be em- 
ployed, just as the demand required. The tracks 
would not necessarily be confinedto the Exposi- 
tion grounds, but could be extended in any in- 
teresting direction therefrom as desired. In tne 
evening they could be profusely lit up with elec- 
tric lights; the current being derived from,dyna- 
mos driven by the engines below; and tnis would 
not only give pleasure to those within the tow- 
ers, but it would be a magnificent display to 
those ata distance, as the towers changed in re- 
lation to each other and to surrounding objects. 
An evening view of the Exposition grounds, with 
tne wonderful changes of lights and shades as 
the towers progressed, would be extremely grand. 

The question of patronage in this matter need 
hardly be discus as ail previous experience 
teaches. Any project which will, without fatigue, 
combine luxurious comfort and 4 with the 
most magnificent views of buildings and exhibits 
that the world ever saw, at such distance as they 
ean be appreciated, and these changing as fast 
as the d can be impressed instructively with 
them, will be patronized to its very utmost ca- 
pacity. In this case the capacity can be readily 
increased by increasing the numberof towers, 
while ali the previous‘ outlay remains just the 
same. Nothing,in my opinion, could ‘be con- 
structed to have as many elements of a high or- 
der ot pleasure and instruction that would be 
more free from personal danger to the atrons.
